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So; John Perrot, was a Man in Sta- 


q ture very tall and bigg, exceeding the 
ordinary Stature of Men by much, and 
Y "Nt equal to the mightieſt Men that 
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"ry in his Time: His Body was very 
compact, and proportionable through all 
the Partes: As he did exceed moſt Men 
in Stature, ſo did he in Strength of Body. 
His Hair was Alborne, untill it grew 
gray in his elder Yeares. His Counte- 
nance full of Majeſtie, his Eye marvel- 
lous percing, and carrying a commaund- 
ing Aſpe&, inſomuch that when he was 
angrie, he had a very terrible Viſage or 
Looke; and when he was pleaſed, or 
willing to ſhew Kindneſs, he then had 


* as amiable a Countenance as any Man: 
All which, as many as knew hym can 
well teſtify for a Truth; in this reſem- 
bling Auguſtus Ceſar, who, as it is writ- 
ten of' hym, had ſo, great a Majeſtie in 

his Eye and Countenance, percing like 
the Sun-Beams, that a Soldier beholding ³ 
hym, could continue, but retired 
back, ſaying, That he was not able to 
indure the Brightneſs and Mijeſtic of

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Mynde were anſwerable, and did keepe

his Bodie: For as he did furpaſſe moſt 
Men in Greatneſs and Comlineſs of his 
Stature; ſo did he ſurmount the moſt 
Part of Men of his Time, in the Great- 
neſs and Magnanimitie of Mynd; the 
Greatneſs of his Body and his Mynd 
ſeemed to ſtrive which ſhould grace 
him moſt, for he was of an undaunted 
Spirite, never regarding his Adverſarys, 
were they never ſo many or ſo great.

although, even 'tyll then (what by the

In Anger he would ſometimes deal rough- 
ly and ſeverly, even with them he loved

and Duties: for ſynce his Death, ſuch 
as have had ta do with his Living, have 
improved that which by bym was 
thought to be hardly rented before. He 
was very firme and faythful unto his 
Frendes; and if any of them had done 


amiſſe, or had offended bym, be would 


be ſure to tell hym of it in the ſharpeſt 
Manner; but if any other Man wauld 


go about to agravate any ſuch Matter a- 
gaynſt his Frendes, he would firſt. hear 


it, and if there were Cauſe, he would 
Thame | his Frende ; but qtherwiſe he 
would Aer for a as much as might 
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Sir John Perrott, At. 23 
for Bribery, which he could not abyde 
in any Man, nor never was tainted with 
it by his greateſt Adverſarys. In Cauſes 

that concerned Right or Wronge (wherin 
he had to doe) he was very upright, and 
void of all Partiallitie; yea, if his neer- 
eſt Frend or Kinſman were a Partie : Pi- 
rates he could neyer endure, but did pro- 
ſecute them with all his Power, when 
they came upon thoſe Coſtes where he 
dwelte, or had to doe. To conclude, his 
Virtues were many, and his Faltes were 
not to be excuſed or ſilenced; for be- 
ſydes thoſe Faltes which have already 
bin touched, he was high-mynded, and 
made no Accompt of any Man which 
he thought did not love hym; neither 
could his Heart be thoroughly humbled, 
untill his laſt Adverſitie and extteame Diſ- 
23 aſter, which brought hym Home from the 
9 World to hymſelfe, and unto God. 


Nx x unto the Reſitall of Sir Joby 
Perrott's Birth and Conditions, his Edu- 
cation requireth a ſpeciall Place of 
Remembrance, which was with the 
beſt, did beſt befitt his Callinge and 
mo 4 _ 
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State in Learning, and other Gentleman- 
lyke Exerciſes, untill he arived unto the 
Age of Eighteen, or thereabouts, at 
which Time he was ſent up to London, 
unto the Marques of Wincheſter's Houſe, 
then Lord-Treaſorer of England, which 
was about the xxxvith Yere of Kynge 
Henry the Eight his Raigne : Whether 
when he came, there was at that Time 
in the Marques bis Howſe, the Erle. of 
Oxenford, and the Lord of Aberge veny; 
the Erle was effeminate, but the Lord 
of Abergeveny was ſoe fierce and haſty a 
yong Nobleman, that no Servant or Gen- 
tleman in that Howſe could continew 
long quiet, but he would quarrell with 
them upon any ſmall Cauſe, tyll that 
Mr. Perrot: came thither, whom the 
Gentlemen and Seryingmen percevinge 
to be of a bold Spirit, comely Stature, 
good Strength, and ſeminge corageous, 
they then told the young Lord of Aber- 
geveny, - That there was a yonge Gen- 
tleman come to the Howſe who would 
match hym, Is there ſuch a one, fayd 
he, let me ſee hym? And ſo comminge 
where Mr. Perrott r for the firſt Sa- 
laration 
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lutation he asked bym, What, Sir, are

No, ' ſaid Mr. Perrott, I am no Bucher, 


but if you uſe me no better,” you ſhall 
finde I can give a Bucher's Blow. Can 
you ſoe, ſayd he, I will ſee that?, And 


ſo being both angry, they buckled, and 


fell to Blowes, in Trial. and Comin: 


ance whereof, the Lord Abergeveny found 
that he had his Hands full of hym, and 
was rather over-mached in Strength, and 
had 'no Advantage of hym in Stomack, 


whereby he was willing to be parted 


from bym : So à Haward, the Serving- 
men, and other Gentlemen in the Mar- 
ques his Howſe (when they found the 
young Lord of Aberge wem unrulie) would 
ſtill threaten hym with Mr. Perrott.

SRnORTI x after, it was Mr. Per- 


rott's Fortune to go into Southwark" (as 


it was ſuppoſed, to a Place of Pleaſure) 
taking but a Page with hym, where he fell

on bym, and fought with him, againſt 
whom he defended hymſelf ſo valiantly, 
and was hurt, that the Kinge being then 
at Wincheſter-Howſe, near that Place, | 
was tolde how a yonge Gentleman (hav- 7 
inge no Hayer on his Face) had fought 
with two of his Majeſties Servants.

did owe ſome ſeven or eight Thowſand 
9 Pounds, being like to Allexander the Great 
In this, who agaynſt his Expedition into 
8 Perſia did put moſt Part of his Pof- 
"8 ſeffions ( belonging to the Crowne of 
Macedon) in Pawne. And being asked 
by Perdica, his chiefe Commander, what 
he left behynd hym, anſwered, Hope.

Soverayne the Kinge of Fraunce. Aﬀer- 


wards Sir John Perrott did continew by 
interchangable Courſes, ſometimes at the

| all Times in the Service of his Prince, 
wherein he was very forward, whether 
3 Abroad or at Home, untill the: Year 1572: 


at which Time it pleaſed the Prince and 


State to imploy him in Foreyne Aﬀayers, 
and to make hym the firſt Lord Preſident 
of Monſter in Ierland, being then a Pro- 


vince much diſordered and deſolate, waſt- 


Jed by Means of the Erle of Deſmond's 
Warres and Rebelion, and thorow the 
W continual Spoyles, Burnings and Deſtroy- 
ing of the Queenes good Subjects by the 
Rebells there; and eſpecially by the mer- 


ciles, blody Deedes of Fames Fitz. Moris, 
the Erles Seneſhall or Lifetenant, and the 
8 .

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chief Actor in all thoſe crewel Devaſta- 
tions. He was a Man very valiant, poli- 
ticke and learned as any Rebell hath byn 
of that Nation for many Yeres. 


AGAINST hym, with the reſt of his 
Accomplices, was Sir John Perrott ſent to 
be Preſident of Monſter, and he landed at 

Waterford the firſt of March 1572, being 
St. David s-Day. And within three Dayes mn 
of his landing, the Rebell James Fitis- 
Moris burned the Town of Kyllmalog, 
hanged the Soveraigne of that Town, and 
others of the Townſmen (as many as he 

could take) at the high Croſs in the Mar. 
ket-Place, and caried all the Plate and 
Wealth of the Towne with hym; with nn 
which Intertaynment Sir John Perrott, .

BESYDEsS this Letter, the Lord De- 


puty ſent and ſett forth certayn Orders 
to be obſerved by the Juſtices of the Peace 


within theyr ſeveral Limites thorow the 


Realme,conteyning Ten Articles, which to 


avoyd Tediouſnes are here omitted. And 


allſo for the farther Confirmation of all 
theſe Concluſions, and for the Addition of 


you. And ſoe for this time I betake you to 
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ſome new Lawes, as for the Abroga- 
tinge of ſome of the old (if Neceſlitie 
ſhould foe require) the Lord Deputy 
cauſed a Parliament to be ſummoned, in 
which moſt of the Nobility of that Na- 
tion, and ſoe many of the Spiritualtie 
and Commonalty of that Kingdom, as 
were ſufficient to ſupply all the Pla- 
ces of the three States neceſſary for the 
Parliament were there aſſembled, In 
which there were none of any Degree or 
Callinge ſuffered to come in any Cloathes, 

but only in Engliſb Attire; and allthough | 
it ſeem'd both uncouth and cumberſome 
for ſome of them to be ſoe clad ( who 
preferred Coſtome before Decency, and 
Opinion before Reaſon ) yet he conſtrayn- 
ed them that did neede any Conſtraynt, 
to come in ſuch civil Sorte, as did beſt 
become the Place, and the preſent Service; 
The better to incourage them herto, the 
Lord Deputy beſtowed both Gownes and 
Cloakes of Velvet and Satten on ſome of 
them, as Turlough, Lenough, and others, 
who yet thought not themſelves ſo riche- 
ly, or at the leaſt ſoe contentedly attired 
. in theyr Mantel! 5, and. other theyr Con- 


fry 
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; try Habites. Amongſt whom becauſe it 
is a Matter of ſome Mirthe, and that doth 
diſcover theyr Myndes, thoe it be not of 
any great Wayght, we may remember 
one, who beinge put into Engliſb Appa- 
rell, came unto the Lord Deputy, and be- 
ſought one Thinge of hym ( in a pleaſant 
Sorte, as they are moſt of them wittie ) 
which was that it would pleaſe hys Lord- 
ſhipe, to let one of his Chaplyn's, whome 
he termed his Preiſte, to accompany hym 
arrayed in Iriſh Apparel, and then, quoih 
he, they will wonder as much at hym as 
they do now at me; ſoe ſhall I paſſe more 
quietly and unpoynted at. By this it ſhould 
ſeeme, that they thinck, when once they 
leave theyr olde Coſtomes, then all Men 


wonder at them, and that then they are 


out of all Frame or good Faſhion, ac- 
cording to that Saying, They which are 
borne in Hell, thinck there is no Heaven, 
In this Parliament, as the Lord Deputie 
had the chiefe Place ( repreſenting the 
Queene's Roome and Authority ) ſoe was 
he the moſt eminent Man that came thi- 
ther, both in Goodlines of Stature, Ma- 
jeſtie of Countenance, and i in all Thinges

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elſe that might yelde Ornament to hs 
greate and high a Preſence ; for as they 
doe witnes, whoe were Eie- witneſſes of 
the ſame, they never beheld a Man of 
ſuch Comlines in Countenance, Geſture, 
Gate, and other Features, as he appered 
to be in his Parliament Robes. And a8 2 
German Lord affirmed, who was at that 
Parliament, he had travelled thorow Ger- 
many, Itah, Fraunce, England, and Ire 
land ; but yet in all thoſe Contries never 
did he ſee any Man comparable to Sir Joby 
Perrott, the Lord Deputy of Ireland, for 
his Porte and Majeſtie of Perſnage, 
whoſe Picture this German Lord did much 
deſire to carrie with hym into that Con- 
trie. How much the Majeſtie of Coun- 
tenance and Comlines of Perſonages doth 
breed Reverence and Regard in the com- 
mon People (who judge moſt by the 
Sight and outward Senſes) may be 
proved by the Example of Scipio, whom 
the vulgar barbarous People of Spayne did 
wonderfully admire and obey even in 
the Field, for the outward Sight of his 
goodly Shape, and portely Preſence. The 
lyke Paulus  Jovins writeth of Sforza the 
| Great 
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Ereat, that the rude Contry People, which 
never ſaw hym before, did commonly 
ſaluted hym with as greate Reverence 
( ſometimes beinge ſlenderly accompa- 
nied ) as if he were Emperor over all. 
Such Impreſſion of Reverence and Obe- 
dience the Majeſtie of a Governor's Per- 
ſonage did work in the Myndes of the 
Multitude. The Lord Deputie's Man- 
ner was at his Cominge to the Cloath 
of Eſtate, to doe a low Obeyſance un- 
. to the ſame before he ſate downe. 


T x1s Parliament held at Dubhn had 
two Seſſions. The firſt begun the xxvjth of 
April in the xxvijth Yere of the Queene's 
Raigne, and continued till the xxvth Day 
of May in the ſaid Vere; when it was 
prorogued untill Aprill next following. 


I this firſt Seſſion of Parliament there 
was ſome Difference in the lower Houſe of 
Parliament, about a Bill for the ſuſpention 
of Poyning's Acte, paſt in the tenth Vere 
of the Raigne of King Henry the ſeventh, 

before Sir Edward Poyninge's, Knight, then /

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pugned by ſome of the Pale, and over- 


throwen by them at the third Reading, 


Afterwards they. ſeemed more inclinable 
for the Paſſage of the ſayd Bill, prayed 


Conference with the Lord Deputy, and 


departed from hym appering ſatisfied in 
Wherupon the Parliament 
was prorogued for three Days, and yet 


aſterwards; notwithſtandinge the Quali- 
fication of the ſayd Bill agreed up- 


on by theyr owne Committees ( they 


Conſenting ſoe to paſſe it) did vet 


thro: the Byll the ſecond Time, 
About this there grew much Diſſention 
and Diſlyke. For this Byll was to repeal: 
Poyninge's Ade, which did reſtrayne that 
noe Parliament ſhould be holden in Je. 
land before the Aces be certified into 


England. But this Byll was to ſuſpend 


that Acte, and to gaine them Liberty to 
treat of all Matters, either for the Com- 
modity of the Queene's Majeſtie, or the 
publick Good of the Common-weale. 


Which ſome of the Iriſbmen either mi- 


ſtaking, or conceiving that it was framed 
for another Intent, than it did pretend, 
they 
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they reliſted it, and therin theyr own 
W Good and Freedom. Therby they drew 
on the Lord Deputie's Disfavor towards 
them for their Obſtinacie, (as he conceived 
it,) and Diſpleaſure towards hym from 
the Queene of England, for graunting 
them, or being willinge to graunt, over- 
much Freedom of Conference, and Con- 
cluſion, as ſhe conceived it, and was in- 
formed by ſome.

He 
the lefte the Arch-Buyſhop of Dublyn and 
le. Sir Henry Wallop, as Juſtices in his Ab- 
mi- WT ſence. And he was noe ſooner departed, 
ied 


but ſhortly after the Juſtices wrote a pri- 
vate Letter unto Mir Francis Walſingham, 
Prin- 
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Principal Secretary, agaynſt the Lord De- 
putie's Undertaking of the Northern Jor- 
neys in his own Perſon, as making them 
unprofitable, chargeable and needles ; 


with as many Reaſons as they could de- 


viſe agaynſt the ſame. Whereby they 
drew not only Sir Francis Walfingham to 


write a Letter unto the Lord Deputy 
(by way of Advice and Perſuaſion ) to 


deſiſt from theſe Jorneys, but the Queene 
was moved to write in Myſlyke and Dil- 
alowance of the ſame; and from this time 
the Lord Deputy found leſſe Comfort and 


more Croſſes in his Government than be- 


fore. For Sir Jeffery Fenton, the Secre- 
tary of Ireland, beinge in England, did 
Informe and inſtill divers Thinges into the 
Queene's Eares, that did the Lord Depu- 
ty noe good. Notwithſtanding he conti- 
-nued his Courles as well as he could, thoe 


he were ſometimes diſcomforted. And 


in this Northern Jorney, as it appereth by 


his Letter from Armagh the xxviij of Julie, 


his Lordſhip writeth co the Counſell of 
 Treland, that he found good Lykelyhood 
of eſtabliſhing Thinges in thoſe Partes ac- 


cording to his Deir: That Tirlough, Le.

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O-Neale's Sonnet, Mac Mahon, Magenis, 
Ohanlan, the Captaynes of Feruy, Fues, 
and Dartry, Tirlagh, Braſilaugh, the 
Chiefe of the Donnelaghes, who favor Shane 
O-Neale's Sonnes, and the Oquines, with 
divers other Septes. The firſt Thinge that I 
thought meete to be done, was to demaund 
 Pleages, ſuch as I named unto them, every 

one yelded unto it, except one James Ca- 
rag oh a Man of the chiefeſt Credit amongſt 
the Donnelaghes, and moſt devoted to Shane 
O-Neale's Houſe. ' And every other brought 
in Pledges at the Dayes aſſigned, except Art 
Oge O-Neale, the moſt perilous Fellow of 
all Shane O-Neale's Sonnes, as well for his 
ſtirringe Head, and malicious Stomach to the 
State, as for his Corage to execute Miſchiefe 
wherro he was prone, and tooke Advantage 
of the Time, &c. 


Tuis much and more, the Lord De- 
puty writt in his Letter unto the Lords 
of the Privy Counſell in England of his 
Services in that Northern Jorney. Wherin 
(as hymſelfe ſayth in the Poſtſcript of his 

layd Letter) he did reduce all Ulſter into 
Skiers, uſinge the Adviſe of the ſeverall

made fix new Shiers, where never any was

| Myles over at the leaſt: The perfecte Note 
of Diviſion, together with the Names of 


the Shiers, he ſent unto theyr Lordſhipe. 


AFTER the Returne of the Lord De- 


puty from his Northern Jorney, he received 


Letters from the Queene and from Sir 
Frauncis Walſmgham, both to one Porpoſe, 
bearing Date the xxvjth of July, 1585. 
porporting a Diflyke of his ſayd Jorney, 
and of ſome other ſtricke Courſes taken 
by bym in his Government, the ſame Pro- 
ceeding by the ſecret Perſuaſion of thoſe 
two chiefely, unto whom the Lord De- 
putie lefte the Sword in his Abſence, and 


wrote theyr Letters agaynſt bym unto 
Sir Frauncis Walfingham and others ; the 


Copies wherof are yet extant : The Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland begynning now to 
oppoſe hymſelſe agaynſt the Lord Deputy, 
and to draw ſome of the Counſell there 
on his Side.

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TES Letters directed from the 
Queene, and from Sir Frauncis Walſing- 
ham, gave hym to underſtand how it was 
advertiſed that ſome great Diſcontent was 
lyke to grow amongſt the Subjects of that 
Realme: & For that the Lord Deputy re- 
ce quired of them the Oath of Obedience, 
e appoynted Officers to looke into theyr 


* Pattents, and gave Warrant at that Par- 


ce liament, amonge other Statutes to pre-

THESE Letters being Wande unto 
the Lord Deputy, brought hym 1 noe ſmall 
Griefe, to ſee his Services by private Infor- 
mation ( as it ſeemed unto hym ) ſuſpec- 
ted to want ſound Judgment and warie 
Proceeding, which he did the more grieve 
at, conſidering he knew from whence the 
Groundes of theſe Intimations came. And 
finding good Succeſle in all his Services, 
yet ſeeing the ſame not to be ſoe cenſured 
as he intended it; "nes his Jorneys,

215 
wherby he planted Peace in the Contry, 
were helde chargeable, doubtfull and dan- 
gerous ; his Reformation of Religion , 
wherby he would remove Corruption 
from the Hearte to make all the Body 
more ſounde, was thought to be a Stir- 
ring up of theyr Hartes cava the State, 

whom he ſought to unite more firmely 
unto the State. | 


Hz on the . Side, finding the Pride 
and Power of the Adverſaries abated, the 
People inclined to yeld Conformitie to all 
Commaundements, thought this a fitte time 
to worke that Reformation, which in for- 
mer times could not be compaſſed; and 
therfore thought it not fitte to loſe the 
preſent Oportunitie of gayninge tlie Queene 
Obedience, Peace in the Contrie, and Ho- 
nor to his Government. But finding that 
all this was conſtrued, as tending to Inno- 
vation, and ly kely to ſtirre Diſſention and 
Danger, he was much diſcoraged, but 
yet helde on his Courſe as well as he could 
being loe reſtrayned.

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Nor longe before the Lord Depotie $ 
taking this Jorney into Ulſter, did he ſend 
Captayn Dantry, Seneſhall of Clandeboy, 
unto the King of Scotland, with Letters to 
Intreate, and to treate with bis Majeſtie, that 
none of the Iſlanders ſhould be ſuffered 
to come over into the North Partes of Ire- 
land, as formerly they had done, with Aſ- 
ee that if his Majeſtie would take 
Order for the ſame, there ſhould be good 
Correſpondence of Juſtice and Kindnefs 
ſhewed to the People of that Nation, to 


which the Kinge's Majeſtie anſwered by 
Letter in this manner.

And now the Deputy had written to have 

hym ſent over unto Ireland, as well to an- 
ſwer that, as vj Barrels of Corne Pouder, 
the ſame conteyning one hundred Pounds 
a peece, which he ſold at Cheſter, being 
put in Truſt, with the Conduct of the 
Munitions thither. This the Lord Depu- 
ty certified unto the Privy Counſell in Eng- 
gland, ſignifying withal that his Earneſt-

to be maynteyned by the Compoſition.

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He found O-Neale, by reaſon of his Un- 
weildineſs ( thorow Age and otherwiſe 
inclined for Eaſe-ſake) to yelde all the 
Hither-Partes of his Territories, upon rea- 
ſonable Compoſition to the Erle of Tyrone, 
and his owne Sonne Sir Arthur.

By this time the Queene and Counſell 
of er Legen to be incenſed agaynſt 
the Lord Deputie, by Meanes of divers 
ſecret Complaynts exhibited agaynſt hym, 
proceeding from ſome of the Counſell in 
Ireland ; as the Lord Chancellor there and 
others, being well aggravated and ſett on 
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by Secretary Fenton, whilſt he remayned 
in England: As namely, that the Inhabi- 


tants of the Pale found themſelves grieved 


with certayn Impoſitions of Money, Corne,

which was layd. upon them in lieu of Coſte,

LITIEE WISE the Queene, by hir owne 


Letter to the Lord Deputy, blamed hym 


for propounding the ſuſpenſion of Poynng's

chooſe rather to forgoe his Life with the

ing Date from Dublyn the xjth of Novem: 
ber 1585. ſignifying withall, That it was 
ill to looſe, or let any thinge goe either 
with Scottiſh or Iriſh, who would ſoone 
grow inſolent upon a ſmall Cauſe, In re- 


to repayer loſt, how ſmall ſoever he ac- 
compted of the Loſſe; but that he was 
ſtaied with extreame Want of Money and

theyr Nie to take up Broages and 
other Thinges upon Credit, which in the 

OT OF Ende 
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Ende would, be but a hard Reckninge for 


the poore Men. Farther he ſignified, That 
finding his Credit ſhaken, and ſome thinges 

that he ment for the beſt not allowed of, 
he was fearfull how to attempt any Thing 


that might be contrary to the Porpoſes in 


England. Therfore he required ſome ex- 
preſſe Inſtructions to be layd downe by hir 
Majeſtie, or theyr Lordſhips, what Courſe 
of Government ſhould be taken thence 
forwards ; and the ſooner the better, be- 
cauſe it was dangerous (if whilſt Thinges 
ſtoode in ſuſpence) the Iriſh ſhould find 
out the Gapp that was ſet open for them, 
and ſoe ſnatch away of themſelves that 
which otherwiſe might in ſome better 
ſorte be permitted unto them. And if 
it were thought fitt to let ſſippe the Hold 
which was had, the Lord Deputy deſired 
that ſome other Man might doe it.

TES Croſſes happning to the Lord 


Deputy in his Government, did ſomwhat 
diſcorage hym, yet his Labours were noe 


leſſe than before, and his Succeſſe good, 
for Peace was ſtill maynteyned in that 
Contrie; and now by the Adviſe of the 
Counſell, Chriſtmas drawing neere, they 
being not willing to loſe the next Hillary 
Terme, did prorogue the Parliament firſt, 
untill the 17th of February then next fol- 
. lowing. The Lord Deputie earneſtly 
praying expedit Reſolution for the Forme 
of his Government, and Mayntenance for 
the ſame both of Money and Victuall; 
wherof it ſhould ſeeme the Wantes were 
greate. 


As our that Time hir Majeſtie wrote 
a Warrant to the Lord Deputie, for taking 
Surrenders of Mens Eſtates of Inheritance 
in Ireland, and re-graunting the ſame to 
them agayn, to be helde of hir Majeſtie 
by Tenure of Knights Service in Capite, by 
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ſuch Part of a Knight's Fee, as to the Lord 
Dae” ſhould ſeeme convenient. 


Aub even ſhortly after, or abe this 
Time, a Prieſt, called Sir Dennis Roughan, 
was apprehended for counterfeyting the 
Lord Deputie's Hand unto certayn War- 
rants, wherof he was afterwards convic- 
ted. Which Warrants were ſent over from 
the Counſell of Ireland to the Lords of 
the Counſell in England; with a Letter 
manifeſting the Manner of the Prieſt's 
Apprehenſion, together with the Practiſe 
betwixt the ſayd Prieſt, and one Henry 
Byrde herin. Which becauſe it doth diſ- 
cover the dangerous Deviſes of the ſayd 
Sir Dennis Rexghan, who afterwards ac- 
cuſed the Lord Deputy of Treaſon after 
he lefte the Government of Ireland, and 
was the primary, if not the principal Cauſe 
of his moſt lamentable Overthrow and 
Deſtruction. Therfore it is not amyſſe to 
ſett downe the ſayd Letter, and the Coun- 
terfeyte Warrants, as they were ſent over 
by the Counſell of Ireland unto the Lords

1 ſhips to be advertiſed, that about the 
viijth of this Moneth the Arch-Buſhop of Ca- 
ſhell apprehended a Prieſt, called Sir Dennis 
| Roughan, whom he ſuſpected to he a bad 
Member; about whom he found certeyn 
Warrants in the Name of the Lord De. 
putie, directed to all hir Majeſtie's Officers 
within this Realme ; unto which WVarrantes 
the Name of the ſaid Lord Deputy was ſette 
in the uſuall Place, appoynted to the Gover- 
nors of this Lande: His Lordſhip knowing 
both by the Generalitie of the Warrantes, and 
allſo of the Phraſe of Writing thereof, that 
they were counterfeited. For in one of them 
Was a general Pardon graunted to the ſayd 
Sir Dennis, in the Name of the ſayd Lord 
Deputy without Exception of any Time, as 
allſo this hir Majeſtie's Realme and Coun- 
fell here were termed his Realme and Coun- 
fell ( a dangerous Matter to the Lord De- 
puty, if he had ſigned any ſuch Warrant ), 
And the Arch-Buyſhop of Caſhell examy. 


ning the ſayd Prieſt, Where and of Whom 


he received the ſaid Warrant, He confeſſed 
That Henry Byrd, Deputy Regiſter to the 


— 
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High Commiſſioners, had written and coun- 
rerjeited the ſame, Wherupon the ſayd Arch. 
Buyſhop directed his Letters, with the ſayd 
Warrants incloſed to the Lord Deputy, ad- 
wviſing his Lordſhip in Conſideration of the 
Premuſes to be ſuer of the ſayd Byrd; for 


that he ſuſpected that in Matters of greate 


Importance he had played ( by counterfeiting 
his Lordſhip's Hand) the lyke,. or greater 
Partes. Upon Receipte of theſe Letters the 
Lord Deputy directed unto us, the Lord Pri- 
mate, Sir Henry Wallop and Sir Nicholas 
White, a Commiſſion to goe, and ſearch the 
Chamber and Studie of the ſaid Henry Byrd, 
as allſo to apprehend hymſelfe ; who upon his 
Examination m'ſt ſtoutly denied either the 
makinge of any ſuch Warrant, or the coun- 
terfeiting of the Lord Defputis's Hand. But 
afterwards ( havinge the Warrants ſeverally 
ſhewed hym ) allthough at the firſt he denied 
them all, yet did he at the Length confeſſe 
them to be of his Writing; but uterly denied 
the ſetting of the Lord Deputie's Hand un- 
to the ſame. Upon which his manifeſt Halt- 
ing (as allſo for that wwe found other in- 
direct Dealinges by bym in his Office) we 
have committed hm to the Caſtell firs 
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lyn ; there to remayne untill the Repayer of 
| * ſayd Arch-Buyſhop with the Trieſte, to 
vouche his Accuſation Face to Face. All- 
beit wwe be ſufficiently perſuaded of his bad 
Dealinges by ſondry Circumſtances. In the 
| ſearch of his Chamber and Studie we found 
divers Writinges, as well Letters as others, 
Which are manifeſt Teſtimonies of the ill 
Dealinges both of hym, and of his Brother 
John, in executing of the Charge committed 
unto them. Of which John's corrupt Uſage in 
the Office we have particular Prooffes. All- 
beit ſome of us heretofore have had better 
Opinion of hym, according to which we then 
made Certificat unto your Honors. We have 
| farther found in the ſearch of the Writings, 
a Letter of John Byrde's unto the ſayd 
Henry; With the Coppie of a Supplication ex- 
hibited by the ſayd John unto your Honors a- 
gaynſt the Lord Deputy. Peruſing the Con- 
Tents therof, we did not a little marvell at 
the Impudency of the jonge Man, who farre 
without Shame had preferred unto ſoe hono- 
rable an Eſtate Matters of ſuch Untruth. 
For where he accuſeth the Lord Deputy of 
the giving away of his Office unto one Bed- 
ford, bis Gentleman Uſher, as it were to be 
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diſpoſed unto Sale ; we of our Knowledges 


aſſure your Honors, that the Lord Deputy. 
hath not only not given away the ſayd Of. 


 fice to the ſaid Bedford, but allſo bath bar- 


red m and one Cowicke ( who allſo 


claymed ihe Regifterſhip of the Prerogative 
Court) that Intereſt and Htle, which they 
have had graunted unto them in other Go- 
vernors Times. And hath maynteyned ac- 


cording to your Honors Letters directed un- 


to bym, the ſazd Byrde and his Brother in 
the executing of the ſayd Office; but it ſeem. 


eth by the cunninge Dealing of the ſayd 
John Byrde, who would perſuade your Ho- 
nors that the Lord Deputy accuſed hym for a 


Papiſt, that he feared ſomethinge that might 
come ro the Lord Deputie's Eare ogaynſt m, 


and therfore goeth about to cleare hymſelſe 


before your Honors of a Fault not yet laied 


agaynſt hym, as farre as we can learne, to 
prejudicate the Judgment of ſuch Offences 
ber with be might juſtly be charged. For 
as there never was ſuſpicion of his Reli- 


gion; ſoe now appereth his manifeſt Corrup- 
tion and Bribery in his Office : Which, as 


it were, by God's Providence is layed oppen 


tothe ſtoppinge of ſoe Nlaunderous a Conrſe ta- 


ken 
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ken agaynſt the Lord Deputy ; who, both 
with hym and his Brother, dealte ſoe ho- 
nourably, as that this John Byrde's under- 
hand Dealinge may juſily of every one be 
condemned, as by the ſayd Henry's Letters 
unto the Lord Deputy, may appear to our 
Lordſhips. The Cunſideration of which 
Thinges wwe leave unto your Honors, whoſe

theleſſe having had a Will to doe for the 
beſt in your Majeſiie's Service, it would 


grieve me that the Malice of any ſhould 
 frevayle ſoe much, as to draw your Majeſite 


( before my Anſwer ) into a harder Opinion 


of my Actions, than I perſuade myſelſe they 


doe deſerve ; beinge able, for ſome of the 


greateſt of the ſame, to produce Teſtimony

when they paſſed by he cauſed the Com- 


panies to coaſte after them, untill they 


came to a Place called Arden); but did 


not incounter them all this whiles from 


theyr Land, being the laſt of Auguſt 


1586. untill the foure and twentieth of 
the next Month ; before which time the 
Lord Deputie ſent unto the Governor 
400 Foote and 60 Horſe, with which, 
and the Provinciall Power, he grew to 
be above 800 Foote, and 100 Horſe,

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When the Provinciall Forces were joyned 
with the Ayde ſent from the Lord De- 
puty ( — 8 followed after as faſt as he 
could ) the Governor as ſoon as he was 
ſtrengthned with this Supplie, marched 
on all Night, and came the next Morn- 
inge on the Enimies unexpected, where- 
with they were ſoe amazed being ſo- 
daynly ſurpriſed and valiantly aſſaulted, 
that they betooke themſelves to Flight, 
almoſt without any Fight at all, and they 
were ſo invironed, that they could eſcape 
noe Way; but were forced to leap into 
the River of Ardenry, where allmoſt all 
were drowned that eſcaped the Sword, 


Tur Lord Deputie was by this time 
come on as farre as Roſecommon, and hear- 
ing of this diſcomfeture, wiſhed he had 
byn at the Service, and perchance was 
not well pleaſed, that the Honor therof 
was taken from hym by the Governor, 
to whom he had ſent Forces, wherb7 
that Service was principally achived. Then 
the Lord Deputie finding it not neede- 
full to goe farther ( when the Enimie was 
overthrowen ) went only to Galloway,

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where he remayned ſome tene Dayes, to 


hear the Contries Cauſes decyded, and 
ſoe returned agayne to Dublyn, compo- 
ſinge Controverſies and hearing Com- 
playnts as he went. 


Ar A time the lde O. Neale Tur- 


_ Lenough growinge aged, and very 


unweildie, when he returned from the 
Parliament, the more conformable he 
ſhewed hymſelfe to obey the State, the 
leſſe Obedience his own People ſhewed 


towards hym : The People of thoſe Partes 


little regarding Governors that are obe- 
dient to the Prince, or unable to leade 
theyr ſtirringe Spirites in ſuch Actions, 
as they were inured withall. Which 


he findinge, and not knowing how to 


amend his Eſtate otherwiſe, was content 


to enter into Compoſition . the Erle 
of een . 


n ICLES of Agreement betwixt 
Turlugh Lenough and the Erle of Ty- 


rone were the rather condiſcended to by 


the Lord Deputy and Counſell of Ire- 


land, becauſe "yp thought it a good 


Meane 
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| Meane to aboliſh the Title and Power 
of O-Neale in Ulſter, who becauſe they 
had byn Princes of that Province, as 
longe as the Name temayned, they 
thought the Dignitie and Prerogative 
muſt ever follow; to extinguiſh which 
Opinion, and Operation of that Opinion, 
the Erle of Tyrone did then undertake to 
ſuppreſle (upon the Aſſumption of this 
Stile and Partition.) And foe for that 
Time a Peace and Unitie was procured 
betwixt the Lords of Ulſter, that Contrie 
quieted, and the Compoſition maynteyn- 
ed; yet Iurlough Lenough had no ſooner 
concluded. theſe Conditions; but he be- 
gan to repent his Bargayne, as beinge ſen- 
ſible of the leaſt Lofle, allthough it were 
of ſuch Things as hymſelfe knew he was 
not well able to holde; and ſoe ſhortly 
after would ſometimes ſay, They had pur 
up a Whealpe, which they ſhould not be 
able to pull down ſoe eaſily ; meaning the 
Erle of Tyrone, whoſe aſpiring Mynde 
Turlough Lenough knew by former Ex- 
perience as well in the Erle as in hym- 
ſelte, and the reſt of theyr Kynd in that 


Contrie, whoſe Condition is never to 
| re- 
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5 regard any Thing except they have all 
they deſire. 5 


Tn E Lord Deputy thus baſing hymz 


ſelfe as much as might be, to plante 


Peace in that Kingdom wherin he go- 


verned: The more he ſought it, and 
prevayled in his Indevors, the more he 


was malic'd there by the Governors; and 
the more he was beloved amongſt the 
People whom he governed for procuring 
them Peace, and defending them from 
Injuries, the more ſecret Adverſaries he 


had of ſuch as could, or would doe hym 
moſt Hurte. Yet he did ſtill goe on 


with his Courſes, and keepe the Con- 
trie in greate Quietnes. For amongſt 


other Meanes wherby he did accompliſh 


the ſame, his Manner was to heare all 
theyr Complaynts indifferently, knowing 
and conſidering, that the Concealement 


of Wronges, and the keeping backe of 


juſte Complaynts is the greateſt Imputa- 


tion of Injuſtice that may be in a Gover- 


nor, and the greateſt Cauſe of Griefe and 
Diſcontentment that the governed can res 
celve ; and if ** being hearde * com- 


palayne 
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playne without juſte Cauſe, there is juſt 


Cauſe they ſhould be hearde. Which 


Rule the Lord Deputy did ever obſerve, 
and amongſt many other we ſhall inſtance 


one Example. There was about this time 
a grievous Complaynt made agaynſt Sir 


Henry Harington, Knight, by ſome of 


the Clanns, over whom he governed; 


and this Information being delivered by 


writing unto the Lord Deputy at Sir Hen- 
Y Harington's Howſe what Time the Lord 
Deputy was there, and received great 


Intertaynment of hym. At his Departure 
he called Sir Henry unto hym, and told 
hym (as hymſelfe reported ) * Sir Hen- 
« yy (quoth he) you know I love you 
<« well, and you have made me exceed- 
„ good Intertaynment; but there is 
& an information of many foule Mat- 
« ters delivered agaynſt you, and ther- 
6s fore as well as 1 doe love you, if you 
« doe not diſprove it, you ſhall be ſure 
ce to ſmart for it. Prepare to anſwer it 


cc jn Dubln at the Starre Chamber by 
cc ſuch a Day, where it ſhall be publick- 


e ly hearde.” At the Day appoynted, 


both Sir Henry Harington and bis 2 
ers 
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ſers came thither, and were fully hearde 
in Triall; ; Wherof it fell out that his Ac- 
cuſers did maliciouſly fayne Falſhoods and 
Untruthes agaynſt hym. Which being 
proved, the Lord n at lengthe 
ſtoode up, and ſayd, © I am glad that 
e Sir Henry Harington hath purged hym- 
ce ſelfe ſoe well, and ſoe would I wiſh, 
e that all others could doe, that are ſoe 
ce accuſed, and doe governe in the lyke 
ce Places. But becauſe he hath dyn 
© wrongefully accuſed, as he ſhould have 
« byn ſharpely puniſhed, if it had byn 
< proved, ſoe I know noe Cauſe, but 
ce that thoſe which have ſlandered hym, 
ce ſhould be made to know and to confeſſe 
1 theyr Slaunders : Therfore my Cenſure 
< is, that theſe Accuſers of Sir Henry Ha- 
ec ington ſhall publickely confeſſe theyr 
c Faltes in accuſinge hym falſely, and Hat 
c too, in the Church where Sir Henry Ha- 
ce rington dwelleth ; allſo that they ſhall 
ce remayne in Priſon, untill they be. wil 
© ling to make this Confeſſion and Satis. 
&c faction in ſome other publick Places, ;

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| Tx1s Sentence of the Lord Deputie's 
did not only declare his Deſire to doe 
Juſtice, in hearing willingly the Com- 
playnts of any, which make ſhew that 
they were wronged, but it wrought this 
Effect; that the Accuſers could not com- 
playne they were wronged, becauſe they 
were not hearde; the accuſed was ſatis- 
fied and righted, becauſe by indifferent 
hearinge he had purged himſelfe beinge 
ouiltles ; and they that were not Par- 
ties but Viewers, and Hearers of this 
Complaynt might take Preſident herby, 
how falſe Accuſers ſhould be ſerved ; 
how innocent Men ſhould be protected 
and purged upon juſt Proffe ; and how 
Governors ſhould be ſubje& to accompt, 
and therfore wary of theyr Actions whilſt 
they are in Authority. 


Anxotuzs Courſe ( beſydes this pub- 
licke and indifferent Hearinge of Suites and 


Complayntes ) the Lord Deputie tooke, 
wherby he reduced many diſcontented 
and diſorderly Perſons unto Obedience 
and pil Government, which was, that 
when 
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when any of the Lords ſtoode upon 


any Termes of Minors Genes or 
making Tytle unto Landes, or of any 
other privat or publicke Quarrells: He 


Would as ſoone as he might have Intel- 


ligence therof, ſend for them on Protec- 
tion, which few would refuſe ; and when 
they were come to. his Preſence, he would 


expoſtulate the Matter, tell them theyr 


Duties, and the Danger of Diſobedience, 
aſſuring them of Favour, if they remayned 
faithfull, and lettinge them know what 
they ſhould truſt unto, if they did the 
contrary. After ſuch Conference and Ad- 
monition he would diſmiſs them ; if they 


continued honeſt he would uſe them very 


kyndely; but if they did afterwards 
breake the Bounds of Fidelitie, there was 
noe Hope of Mercie or Favor to be found 
with him. For as to the tractable and 
faythfull, he was a knowen Friend, ſo to 
them that would ſlyde from, and tranſ- 


greſſe the Boundes of Dutie after Admo- 


nition, and Pardon once obtained, he 
would be very ſevere. Wherby he kept 
the beſt ſorte in Obedience with Love, and 


| the worſt with Feare of offendinge. 


"BY In 
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IN theſe Services the Lord Deputy 
continued very carefull all the Time of 
his Government, and had allways not 
only a watchfull Eie unto the Maynte- 
nance of Peace in that State, but was 


very foreſight-full and fearefull of any 


Perill, that might befall either of both 
Kingdomes, that of Ireland or this of Eng- 
land; for he maynteyned and imployed 


divers Spialls in Spain, wherof fower 


were put on the Racke by the Marqueſſe 
della Santa Cruce, and three of them died 


therof in the Year 1587. by whom, and 


by others that the Lord Deputie imployed 


in Spam and Portugall, he did receive 


often Advertiſement of the Spaniſh Prepa- 


rations agaynſt England, and continually 


informe the Queene of England, and hir 
Privy Counſell, or ſome principall Perſons 
amongſt them, as will appere by his di- 
vers Letters written therof out of Ireland, 
wherof ſome are yet extant ; and in all of 
them the Burden was ever this Admoni- 


tion, To trepare for Reſiſtance, and to pre- 
vent ſuch perillous Defignments in Time. 
For that it war dangerous to be taken un- 


5 provided, 
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Provided, and to ſtand upon had 1 Wiſt, 
When it was too late to incounter the Ma- 
lice and miſchievous Invaſions of ſoe power- 
full an Adverſary. Of theſe particular Ad- 


vertiſements the Lord Deputy wrote well 
neere forty ſeverall Letters to the Queene, 


to hir (*) Counſell, to the Erle of Leiceſter, 


to the then Lord Treaſurer, and to Sir 


Frauncis Wal. ngham, in the Years 15 86, 


Ax p beſydes all this, allthough he rea 
ceived divers Oppoſitions in his Govern- 
ment both in Ireland, by the ſecrett Work- 
ing and Praiſes of his Contraries of that 
Kingdom, and by ſuch Meanes as both 


they, and his other Oppoſites wrought 


agaynſt hym in England. Yet ſtill he 
maynteyned the State of Freland in firme 
Peace, ſoe that there was ſcarce any 
knowen Rebell in Ireland before his De- 
parture thence; but O- Donell being ſuſpect- 
ed, becauſe his People began to play ſome 
bad e and n ſtaod upon ſome 


a 2 22 2 
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Terms, not fitting for hym to do, or inſiſt 
upon; therfore the Lord Deputy and 
Counſell entred into Conſultation how he 

migbt be apprehended. Wherein ſome 
of them did adviſe to ſend Forces into 
O-DonelPs Contry, and to bring hym in 
by Force. But the Lord Deputy argued 
agaynſt that Project, alledging that this 
could not be done without an Army of 
two or three Thouſand; which would be 
both hazardous and chargeable to the 
State and the Queene's Majeſtie, yet ſayd 
he, Tou ſhall geive me Leve to trie one 
_ Concluſion which I have in Hand, and doe 
hope to have O-Donell thereby without Loſſe 
of Men or Expence of Money; and if that 
Take not Effect, then let us fall to Force, 
or what other Meanes We can deviſe for

THz Lord Deputie's Deviſe was thus. 
He had prepared a Shippe with ſome 
Wines to be ſent into O-DonelPs Contry, 
and the Captayne of that Shippe beinge 


dne choſen for the Porpoſe, had this geiven 


hym in Command from the Lord Deputy, 
that when he came into 2 Donells Contry, 
he 
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he ſhould fayle as neere his Dwelling as 


he might, and there profferre his Wines to 


be ſolde ( beinge Sackes which the Iriſh- 


men love, beſt ) and ſoe he did. At his 
Coming into the Contry, the Contry 


People came to the Shippe, ſome to 
drink, ſome to priſe the Wines, and all of 
them, according to the Captayne's Inſtruc- 


tions, had what Wine they would drinke 


for nothinge, as a Taſte; with this kinde | 


Offer, that if O-Donell Sd come hym- 
ſelfe, he ſhould buy the beſt Wine at a 


reaſonable Rate. At length O-Donell came 


| hymſelfe to buy ſome Wines, whom they

uſed ſo courteouſly, that they gave hym his 


full Allowance, and finding hym well 
fraughted, and the Windes ſervinge well 
for that Porpoſe that they came, to re- 


turne backe, and to carie O-Donell with 


them, they ſtowed hym under Hatches 
at the firſt, and ſoe brought him to Dub- 
hu, without Stroake or Loſſe of any Man's 


Life. Which to have byn effected by 
Force, as it was firſt intended, would by 


all Conjecture of Reaſon have coſt the 


Queene much Treaſure, if not Blood of 
hir Qubjectes, becauſe O-Donell at that time 


1 „ was 
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was one of the ſtrongeſt, and moſt dant 


gerous Subjectes in chat Kingdome, by 
reaſon of his Alliance, his Command, and 
the Strength of his Contrie; but by this 
Stratagem he was brought in without 
Blowes, and his Contrie kept in _—_ 
without any Rebellion. : 


Nov the Lord Dinas havinge per- 
formed all theſe acceptable Services, and 
yet finding that he was much maligned 
by ſome of the State there, and they by 
theyr Meanes, or by ſome other working 
nd for the two laſt Yere of his 
Government, allthough he had as good 
Succeſſe almoſt as hymſelfe deſired in 
all his Indeavors, ſerving for the State, 
yet had he many nypping Letters ſent 
ym from the Queene, and ſome Re- 
ſtrayntes of dealing in any Thinge of Im- 
portance without the Conſent of the 
Counſell there, with the lyke Difallow- 
ances of particular Actions, which moved 


- the Lord Deputy many Times to much 


Griefe and Choller, wherto he was prone 
by Nature, and therfore he deſired no- 
tkinge more than Hs Remove from that 


Go⸗ 
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Government above a Yere before his De- 
parture. For which Porpoſe he kept his 
Sonne Sir Thomas Perrott in London to 
ſollicite his Revocation, and to effecte the 


ſame he wrote divers Letters unto his beit 
Friendes in England. At the Length it 


was obteyned, but before he gave over 
his Government, being in a troubleſome 
Time, in the Vere 1588. agaynſt the Spa- 
iſh Invaſion, he tooke this Courſe to 
ſettle the Contrie in Peace: And to aſſure 
that ſeaminge Peace with ſufficient Pledges 
for theyr Fidelitie, he ſent for the Chiefe 


Lords of each Contry requiring them to 
put in Pledges for the Mayntenance of 


Peace, and defending the Realme agaynſt 
forayne Invaſion; to which they all yelded 


either willingly; or at the leaſt ſeamingly 
willinge, and havinge received theſe Pled- 


ges, the Lord Deputy; for Prevention of 
Suſpicion for any Miſtruſt to be conceived 
in them, uſed theſe Speaches to good Por- 
poſe, as the Time then ſtood.

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A Letter from Sir JOHN PERROTT, 
to the Privy Councell in ENGLAND. : 


May i pleaſe your goode Lordſbigs, > 
A LTHOUGH I ind this Councell 
have, by our joynt Letters, truly de- 
clared to you the dutiful State of Thinges 
here, and the Cauſes, both forrayne and do- 
meſticall, whereupon we gather it, and with- 
all have ſhewed our extreme Wantes, and what 
Supplyes are defired; yet underſtanding thence, 
but not from your Lordſhyppes (for I have 
had no kinde of Advertiſements, Anſwer, or 
Reſolution, for the ſame, theſe twelve Moneths) 
that there is a greate Preparation made by the 
Spanyſh Kinge agaynſt the Reaulme, and that 
your Lordſhyppes have Intelligence thereof; 
I cannot but, as one whoſe chiefe Charge and 
Care it is, impertune your Lordſhyppes to caſte 
your Eie more carefullie this Waye; humbly 
praying you to confider, in what Caſe we are 
to trie with a mightie Prince; whether this 
Reaulme ſhall be ſtill her Majeſties, or his; 
if there be- anie ſuch Matters ( as your Lord- 


—_ 
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 ſhippes knowe beſt ) then I beſeche youre 
Lordſhippes to think, whether it be more ſafe - 
tie to ſaye, that we have ſent Proviſion to in- 
counter the Daunger, or elſe, you will ſend, 
when, perhappes, it will be too late. And 
withall for mine own Diſcharge, if I ſhall 
_ tarrie, and have nothinge, wherewith. I have 
but a Life to yeeld for her Majeſtie, and my 
Contrie ; for the Loſſe thereof I greeve not, 
but rather for the Harme that through Di- 
fectes, I feare, may come to her Majeſtie and 
the State, and the Shame I ſhall leave behynd 
me. 'This forrayne Preparation, if there be 
anie ſuche Thinge, is likelie to be ſpent a- 
gaynft Munſter, to ſeize upon, and to ſpoyle 
the Citties and Townes of the ſame, which in 
Trueth are very weake. If I ſhall goe thi- 
ther, what for the late Warres, and this laſte 
bad Seſon, there is not ſoe much to be had 
there, as will mayntein that one Bande of two 
Hundred, that is under Mr. Thomas Norys, 
the Vice-Preſident there, but that I am infor- 
ced to ſhifte them from Towne to Towne, 
who, by reſon of theyr extreme Penurie do 
receive them with great Greefe and Grudge. 
And though I had Men ſufficient to incounter 
the Enemie that ſhould come, yet for Want 
of Vyctualles, I ſhould be driven to abandon 
the Place with Daunger and Shame ; where, 
they that are to come over, are lyke to bring 
thaire Provyſion with them, and to ſettle i it

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in ſome Towne that they will ſoone ſeize up⸗ 
on for that Purpoſe: Wherefore what may in- 
ſue, amongſt this unconſtant People, naturallß 
delighting in Chaunge, your Lordſhyppes may 
ſoone gather.
